Pentagon Says Soviet Power 
Grows in Missiles and Ships

WASHINGTON, April 24 i.WP'i.- 
The Soviet “menace,” as seen from 
the Defense Department, has es- 
calated recently, at the same time 
, — perhaps coincidentally— that Pen- 
tagon spending bills are starting to 
‘ be seriously questioned in Congress. 

In rapid succession yesterday, 
Defense Department officials dis- 
closed the existence of huge Soviet 
radar installations, showed films 

‘ of a Russian SS-9 missile's war- 
' heads over the Pacific, and Indicat- 
ed that Soviet ballistic missile sub- 
. marines were patrolling the Atlan- 
i tic. 

The department said that the 
revelations were consistent with 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R 
.Laird's policy of keeping the pub- 
lic informed. 

Observers noted that defense ap- 
propriations bills, including funds 
for the Nixon administration's con- 
troversial Safeguard anti-ballistic 
missile system, were before con- 
gresslonal committees. 

Detected a Decade Ago 
The gigantic Soviet radar instal- 
lations, first detected more than ten 
years ago, were described in New 
York by Dr. John S. Foster Jr., the 
Pentagon's director of defense re- 
/ "..search And engineering. 

.* Given' the code name “hen 
“ house;’" each is roughly the size of 
three football fields lined up end 
to end and standing on their sides, 
Dr. Poster said.

Israeli Jets Attack Targets 
In Egypt, Syria and Jordan 


JERUSALEM, April 24 (NYT"i. — 
Israeli Jets attacked Egyptian, 
Jordanian and Syrian targets to- 
day in one of the most wide-rang- 
ing aerial assaults since the 1967 
war. 

Six times, Israeli attack aircraft 
took off to strike military positions 
along the Suez Canal, four suspect- 
ed Arab guerrilla bases in Jordan 
and a Syrian bunker near the 
Golan Heights cease-fire line. 

The bunker was said to have 
been used as a refuge by a band 
of 20 Syrian soldiers who ambush- 
ed two carloads of Israeli civilians 
yesterday killing two of them. 

Israeli authorities also announced 
the completion of another roundup 
of suspected Arab terrorists in the 
Gaza Strip. There have been 
several such roundups ' since the 
six-day war. 

Included among the captives was 
Jalal Hafez Aziza, better known as 
Abu Hafez, said by the Israelis to 
have been the commander of the 
Gaza cell of the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine. They 
had been looking for him far some 
time. 


Fifty suspects were taken Into 
custody, the Israelis said, and 12 
suspects were killed during the 
fighting that accompanied discov- 
ery of a hideout. Most of tbe action 
took place in refugee camps.

Britain Bars Soviet Demand 
For Alleged Mass Murderer 


MOSCOW. April 24 (Reuters).— 
Britain has refused a Soviet re- 
quest for the extradition of a 
man accused by the Russians of 
mass murder of Jews during world 
War u, it was revealed here to- 
day. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
said a Soviet government note was 
sent to the British Embassy here 
last January, asking Britain to 
arrest and hand over a man 
named Yuri chapodze, who settled 
In England after the war. He had 
taken, the name George Chapel, 
the Russians said. 

The note said investigations had 
revealed that Chapodze command- 
ed a detachment of the so-called 
Caucasian Company, which “took 
a direct -part in the mass annihi- 
lation, of the peaceful population 
In the territory of the Ukraine 
occupied by Hitler.” 

Chapodze had. personally shot 
women, old men and children, the 
note -added. 

A- ■ British Embassy spokesman 
said today; “Our response was

[A George Chapel! . who runs 
a guest bouse In the English south 
coast resort town of Bournemouth, 
today admitted he was Yuri 
Chapodze.

By Georgia 
In School Bid 

State to Appeal 
Desegregation Issue

WASHINGTON, April 24 (WP). 
—Georgia last the opening round 
yesterday in. its bid to have the 
courts require the federal govern- 
ment to enforce the same desegre- 
gation standards nationwide as it 
does in the South. 

If successful. Georgia’s suit would 
effectively void a federal court 
decision ordering the state's board 
of education to enforce racial 
quotas in newly desegregated school 
districts.

Hart jr. chastised the federal gov- 
ernment for its weak case and all 
but asked that Georgia offi cials 
appeal his ruling. 

“I can't believe the government's 
case is as weak as you make it out. 1 
Judge Hart told Justice Department 
lawyers, who based their argument 
on the discretionary authority of 
the executive branch to enforce the 
civil rights laws where they see fit 
Supreme Court Next 
“This case is going to be settled 
on ‘yon hflT and not down here 
in the vaDey.” Judge Hart said in 
an obvious reference to the prob- 
ability that Georgia’s suit will be 
decided in the Supreme Court. 

Georgia’s Attorney General Ar- 
thur K. Bolton said the action will 
be taken promptly to the UJ5. 
Court of Appeals here, perhaps next 
week. 

Late last year, in a unique action, 
the Justice Department successfully 
asked a federal court in Georgia 
to require the state board of educa- 
tion to assume responsibility for 
local school desegregation and to 
withhold state funds from districts 
that do not comply.

Karate Attack on Rivals in Chicago 


CHICAGO, April 24 (UPIl.— 
James Koncevic staggered out- 
side, pulled a 14-inch samurai 
sword from his stomach and 
died. 

Inside the Black Cobra Hall 
Karate School a few doors 
away, invaders and Cobras ex- 
changed deadly blows in what 
police termed a “business feud" 
between three rival karate 
schools.

badge and kicking open the 
door. 

What followed was a murder- 
ous fight between the two 
groups punctuated with karate 
screams and powerful combat in 
the Black Cobra Hall, adorned 
with knives, spears, lances, sa- 
bers and samurai swords. 

Claims Self-Defense 

Koncevic. 26. owner of the 
Tai Jutsu School, had come In 
with Keehan. Jerome Green- 
wald, 20. an instructor in judo 
and karate at the Black Cobra 
Hall of Kung Fu Kempo, was 
charged .with murder. He said be 
was being beaten and reacted 
with the sword in self-defense. 

Jose Gonzalez. 23, also an in- 

structor at the Black Cobra Hal! 


was hit in the face by Keehan 
with a blunt instrument, police 
said. He was taken to Belmont 
Hospital for emergency surgery 
to save his right eye.

Keehan was charged with ag- 
gravated battery and criminal 
damage to property.

The five-member judiciary sub- 
committee assigned to consider 
Impeachment charges against the 
justice will meet Tuesday morning 
to chart its course.

Scientists Erase 
Age Difference 
In Moon Rocks 

WASHINGTON, April 24 CWP'. 

—The large difference in age be- 
tween moon rocks returned from 
Apollo- 11 ’s Sea of Tranquillity and 
ApoHo-12's Sea of Storms has ap- 
parently been erased: - 
Drs. D. A. Papanastassiou and 
G.J. Wasserburg of the California 
Institute of Technology told the 
American Geophysical Union here 
that they have dated rocks from 
the Sea of Storms at 3.4 billion 
years. 

Preliminary dating in November 
placed the age of the Apollo-12 
rocks at 2.6 billion years. The 
Apollo-11 rocks, which should have 
been the same age, had been placed 
at 3.6 billion years. 

The scientists reported lunar dust 
from Apollo-12 proved 4.4 billion 
years old. slightly younger than the 
Apollo-ii moon dust.

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Caribbean Dilemma 


In the last half of the 18th century, the 
sugar Islands of the Caribbean were among 
the wealthiest places on earth for those who 
owned them. A slave economy, with a virtual 
monopoly on many of the subtropical prod- 
ucts that today are canned staples, the 
Caribbean tempted Europe Into many bat- 
tles for Its control; England once debated 
whether, at the end of a war, to trade all 
of Canada for one French island. During 
the American Revolution. Yankee privateers 
and Continental warcraft trailed the West 
Indian convoys across the Atlantic by grape- 
fruit rinds, hungry for the richest prizes 
then on the seas. 

But slavery ended, and competition for the 
sugar and fruit market developed In many 
areas of the world, leaving the Caribbean 
largely black, and poor. When Independence 
came to the Island -studded sea. It was pover- 
ty ridden ; such wealth as there was focused 
In alien hands: such economic hope as there 
might be seemed to depend upon alien pock- 
ets. What made it worse for young states, 
struggling against a legacy of servitude and 
striving to assert national and racial dignity, 
the Industry that supplanted the plantation 
as the chief source of Income was tourism — 
which is, par excellence, a , ‘servlce ,, trade. 

Thus independence has brought disillu- 


sionment; economic hardships and turmoil. 
Trinidad and Tobago, with a high rate of 
unemployment, has seen this discontent 
flower Into a “black power'’ revolt, and many 
of the same elements of trouble pervade the 
Caribbean. 

The dilemma of the Caribbean is very real. 
For most nations, even those who look to 
tourists for substantial portions of their in- 
come. the luxury hotel and the luxury liner 
are peripheral. For the Caribbean Islands, 
they are central, and humiliating. Yet there 
are too many people In the Islands to live 
on their own produce, in the present state 
of the world market, and such development 
as takes place is based on Imported capital, 
with the corollary of exported dividends. Ex- 
propriation would hardly solve the problem 
fas Cuba has demonstrated), and black pow- 
er could, as in the case of Haiti, result only 
in some Papa Doc, unless there were a solid 
economic base for that power.

President Nixon’s announced plan to with- 
draw 150.000 more troops from Vietnam 
inevitably raises hopes that the United 
States is now decisively shifting Its national 
priorities and will soon have the resources 
needed to tackle domestic social problems 
that have long been starved for funds by 
the war. 

Unfortunately, the facts are that the hard 
decisions about how to provide adequate re- 
sources for dealing with the nation's urgent 
social needs still He ahead. This dour con- 
clusion emerges clearly from a pioneering 
study of the federal budget by Charles L. 
Schultze. director of the budget under Pres- 
ident Johnson, and a team of experts at the 
Brookings Institution. 

What the Schultze report, "Setting Na- 
tional Priorities; the 1971 Budget,” discloses 
is that, even if the United States withdraws 
completely from Vietnam and achieves steady 
and noninflationary growth in the five years 
ahead, resources will be extremely short to 
meet domestic needs. 

The growth of existing federal programs 
already in Mr. Nixon's budget, together with 
revenue losses caused by the irresponsible 
Tax Reform Act of I960, will severely limit 
the funds available for new or expanded 
domestic proposals. The Schultze report pro- 
jects only an extra $6 billion in available 
funds by 1973 and $13 billion by 1975. 

If additional resources are to be found for 
high-priority social needs, only two major 
possibilities exist: to reallocate and reduce 
military spending beyond the reductions

But there were several instances In the sale 
' where extremely good works by .very famous 
artists did not reach high prices. 

- For example, “Eve,” .a -lithograph. In superb 
condition, by Fantin-Latour, sold for only $80. 
It was quite representative of the artist’s better 
work. Also, I failed to understand why a landscape 
by Camille Pissarro, . one of the four or five top 
- Impressionists, barely made $44. 

: This sampling of prices -should be enough to 
convince would-be collectors that the whole 
category of prints by ' Impressionists and modern 
masters is still open to those with flair and 
moderate means. 

-The second trend underscored by Mr. Loudmer’s 
sale: Naive paintings are doing extremely well 
at auction. And Mr. Loudmer has a knack for 
selling them: $8,000 was a whacking price for 
“The Angler” (approximately 9 1/2 by 14 3/8 
inches), by Camille Bombois, bom in 1883. So 
far, the highest bid recorded for a Bombois is 
$5,280. paid on Dec. 4, 1968. at Sotheby's in 
London for another riverside landscape. 

Works by Andrd Bauchanfc (1873-1958) were 
quite expensive too: $1,700 for "Women Bathing” 
<1948). almost $1,600 for “Women by the River- 
side” (1950) and $2,000 far lowers” 0951). 
These prices are in the top range for this artist's 
work. m 

The third trend apparent in the Loudmer sale 
is that, naive paintings, aside, prices in several 
categories of art seem to be going down slightly. 
This was first noticed in London on the private 
art market — London is always a few moves ahead 
of Paris. At auction, old silver, which, had been 
quite a" speculative field for two years, has re- 
' verted to the -price levels of 1967. 

Even taking into account the fact that prices 
are never - so regular at auction as they , are on 
the private art market, several of the Loudmer 
figures^ were low. 

Consider primitive art. A superb. Baouli mask 
(about 16 3/8. Inches high) from the Ivory 
Coast was knocked down at $1,556. Considering 
Its perfect patina and extraordinary quality, the 
price was about half what one might have ex- 
pected. 

An exceedingly rare Bamileke tom tom (about 
41 inches high), carved with human figures, 
spiders and stylized motifs, was of particular in- 
terest because of its age. Since there are no 
criteria for accurately determining the dates 
of African art, the exact period of the mask 
was not given in' the' catalogue. As conven- 
tion would have It in this field, it was simply 
termed “very old.” At $210, it was also very 
much of a bargain. ' 

Other prices were' in. tune. Will the apparent 
downward trend continue in France or was this 
merely a passing weakness? If declining values on 
the New York Stock Exchange continue to have 
repercussions in the City and, hence, on the 
London art market, the backlash might well 
make Itself more -widely felt In France. But 
it will be Some time,. & few more weeks at least, 
before there are clear Judications of how the 
art market is being affected.

T>ARXS, April 04.-— “Beginning 
Y tD End.” -an anthology of 
the works of Samuel Beckett, 
edited and performed as a one- 
man show by the Irish charac- 
ter comedian Jack MacGowran, 
had its world premi&re at the 
Theatre Edouard VIE last night. 

Mr. Beckett has supervised 
both the adaptation and pro- 
duction— which he and Mr, 
MacGowran have been pre- 
paring for several years— and. 
contrary to his custom, he was 
present at the opening. He 
posed graciously for the pho- 
tographers and chatted with 
the guests at a reception in 
the theater's bar after the per- 
formance. but he drew the line 
shar ply when formal interviews 
were proposed. 

The first night was in the 
nature of a cultural event and 
among those attending were 
Salvador Dali, a contingent of 
Rothschilds. James Mason, the 
actor, and many figures of the 
-Parisian literati. 

T %mpnt for Living. 

As its title implies, “Be ginnin g 
to End” is a lament for the 
living,' everlastingly pursued 
set quaking by horrible 
visions of the Grim Reaper and 
relentlessly tormented by the 
th on sand natural shocks that 


flesh is heir to. It draws on 
the Beckett novels, “Malone 
Dies.” “Molloy" and "Watt”; on 
poems that the Nobel Prize 
author - (who has taken to 
writing in French) has written 
in En glish ; and on the plays, 
“Krapp’s Last Tape.” “End- 
~ame" and “Waiting for Godot.” 
Open to multiple interpreta- 
tions. it might be a study of 
maniac depression or a drama- 
tisation of Mirk Twain's sum- 
ming-up of existence. “When 
you're bora, you're done for.” 
■ The play is billed as being 
in two acts. Actually, there is 
but one two-hour act, inter- 
rupted by an intermission. Both 
acts have the same background 
—a Gordon Craig-like arrange- 
ment of dull-hued curtains. 
Jack MacGowran, bundled in a 
worn, mart overcoat, patched 
and safety-pinned, imperson- 
ates but one character, the 
Lucky of “Godot,” it would 
seem, now on his own. At 
stage-right there is a rock, 
representing an ocean cliff 
through which the unhappy 
lonely wanderer hopes one day 
bis dust will pass to the open 
sea. 

Moans Groans 
With moans and groans, with 
starts of comic exasperation 
and sudden fits, of defiant rage, 
this modem Job curses his 
wretched lot and the God! who 


made him. He summons up 
memories of his senile, deaf 
mother, now deceased to leave 
him homeless, and his father 
who died in the long ago. Not 
only has this restless tramp 
been the target of fortune's 
slights and arrows, but stoats 
have attacked him on his jour- 
ney and he has almost been 
driven crazy stomping about 
amid chickens and ducks in a 
poultry yard. 

He utters a melancholy tirade 
about his departed “mother's 
mother's mother” and his 
father's father's father”— where 
are they now?— and attempts to 
relate with mathematical pre- 
cision the negotiating of a 
dozen sucking pebbles from his 


coat pockets to his mouth. The 
darkness of his brooding 
is lighted by some pas- 
sages of lovely imagery about 
colors and nature, but here, 
too. the eternal Beckett 
theme dominates: the futility 
of all earthly things. A poetic 
passage on the seasons termi- 
nates on a dying note with » 
bitter complaint that spring's 
return will set the whole sense- 
less process in motion once 
more. 

And That’s Enough’ 

With a concluding shrug. 
Lucky announces “That's 
enough” and shuffles off, his 
gray bead wagging, bis shout - 
ders bent under the weight of 
the world's unhappiness. 


The performance of Jack 
riacGowran is an extraordinary 
theatrical achievement, an 

nmarinj ' acffimp Ushmen t of 

histrionic artistry, that rescues 
the lengthy monologue from ft 
monotony that constantly 
threatens it in the playhouse. 
Ho lias made the utmost of its 
somber humor and the obscure 
inner necessity that it suggests. 
There is a strange, moving 
eloquence and enormous versa- 
tility to his rendering of 
Beckett's plaintive text about 
the infinite sadness and mys- 
tery of human life. 

In September the production 
will go to Broadway and it is 
scheduled to visit London early 
in 1971.

WASHINGTON, April 34 CWF). 
—The Justice Department, ventur- 
ing Into a controversial area, filed 
sulk today to prevent Wachovia 
Carp, a major one-bank bolding 
company, from acquiring the 25th 
largest TLS. finance company. 

The government is seeking a 
preliminary injunction to keep 
Wachovia from acquiring American 
Credit Carp, of Charlotte, N.C, 
on April 27 as scheduled, charg- 
ing it is a violation, of Section 7 
of the Clayton Act. 

The suit was the first filed under 
a policy announced April 8 by Don- 
ald 1. Baker, the department's 
deputy director of polk? planning. 
He said that the department would 
light an attempts by banks at pro- 
duct extension mergers which in- 
volve significant loss of potential 
competition or create a danger 
of tie-ins or reciprocal dealings. 

Regulation of one-bank holding 
companies is a controversial Issue 
on Capitol BIEL. In November, 
the House passed a bin sharply 
restricting the businesses one-bank 
bolding companies could enter. 
The measure has lain dormant in 
the Senate Banking 1 . Committee 
until a few days ago, when the 
panel agreed to hold hearings 
beginning May-12. 

Where Regulated 
Presently, holding companies 
which own more than one bank 
are regulated * by a federal law 
which strictly prescribes the busi- 
nesses they may enter. One- 
bank holding companies are exempt 
from these strictures, and have 
entered other areas, such as 
equipment leasing, travel agencies 
and general Insurance. 

Wachovia and American Credit 
said they would oppose the depart- 
ment’s move. 

Wachovia, with assets of over 
fl/t billion, has subsidiaries in 
banking, general insurance. _ con- 
sumer financing, courier service, 
and data processing. 

Amer ican Credit, with assets of 
$350 million and 320 offices in 
15 states, engages in consumer 
loans, sales financing , factoring, 
equi p m ent leasing, and insurance.

Heavy Quarterly Deficit Seen 
In U.S. Balance of Payments 


l NEW YORK, April 24 CNYT). — 
Morgan Guaranty Trust Co. esti- 
mated yesterday that the IDS. bal- 
ance of payments was in heavy 
deficit during the first ' quarter, 
representing a* sharp deterioration 
from the large surplus posted In 
the W" wT three months of 1969. 

The big JSfew York City bank, 
whose international e conomis ts 
have compiled an excelle nt record 
in forecasting the nation's balance- 
of -payments- position about a 
month in advance of publication 
of the official figures, said that 
on the so-called liquidity basis the 
deficit was between $L5 billion and 
$2 bfllioh. 

As measured by official reserve 
transactions, the bank said, the 
deficit was between $8 billion and 
$35 bfflion. 

In the fourth quarter last year. 
Commerce Department data show- 
ed payments surpluses of $4.45 bil- 
lion on the liquidity basis and $5.1 
billion on official reserve transac- 
tions. For I960 as a whole, there 
was a liquidity deficit of - $7.1 bil- 
lion, while the official transactions 
balance showed a surplus of . $2.7 
billion. 

The Morgan analysis, which was 
in the bank’s monthly 
publication, called for consideration 
of new methods of presenting data 
on the TTjS. balance of payments. 

The liquidity balance, taken 
alone, the bank said, was “rather 
meaningless as ah indicator of 
fundamental trends in the ba lan ce 
of - payments.” It measures all 
changes Jo 17.S. liabilities to for- 
eigners while the official transac- 
tions re p resent changes in. dollar 
holdings of foreign central banks 
and other official institutions. 

Suggested Changes 
NEW YORK, 4pm 24 (Reuters). 
—The Morgan article said, “It 
would be helpful to in elude a new 
summary ' measurement of the 
balance of. transactions that may 
be considered indicative of fun- 
damental trends. 

“Such a measurement primarily 


would determine the magnitude 
of, and changes in, the underlying 
bp.T«i.nfift of payments, exclusive of 
the most volatile and easily revers- 
ible transactions." 

The article said there may be 
“some amelioration" in the bal- 
ahee-of-payments deficit in 1970 
as measured by a suggested re- 
porting system. This could come 
from a ‘projected modest im- 
provement " in the current account 
transactions and from the alio ca- 
tion of Special Drawing Rights. 

Major elements to be excluded 
in the suggested system are special 
financial transactions with foreign 
qffHai institutions or interna- 
tional agencies, and all short- 
term capital movements, the bank 
said. 

On this basis, last year's deficit 
would have been $3.2 billion, the 
bank said. 

Italy’s Payments 
Show a Surplus 
Of $76 Million 

ROME, April 24 (Reuters). — 
Italy’s balance of payments regis- 
tered a $76 million surplus in 
March following heavy deficits in 
the first two months of the year. 
Bank of Italy director Felice Frasca 
said today. 

Mr. Frasca, addressing the Amer- 
ican Chamber of Commerce, fore- 
cast a further surplus in April and 
possibly a larger one in May. 

The change in the payments 
position partly reflects foreign cur- 
rency inflows from recent dollar- 
denominated Eurobond Issues. 

The February deficit fell to 2494 
billion lire ($398 million) from 
265.3 billion lire in January, the 
Bank of Italy said. 

The current account deficit de- 
clined to 107-3 billion lire ($171.7 
million) from 155.8 billion in Jan- 
uary. In February, 1869, the cur- 
rent account showed a 1804 blOIon 
lire surplus.

U.S. Sales Down, 
Redemptions Up 
At Mutual Funds 


U.S. Firms Use 
Less of Capacity 

WASHINGTON, April 24 (NYT>. 
— Manufacturing firms In the 
United States operated at only 79,4 
percent of capacity In the first 
quarter of this year, the lowest 
operating rate for a quarter since 
1961. the Federal Reserve Board 
reports. 

Reflecting the slowdown in the 
economy, the operating rate fell 
from 81.7 percent of capacity in 
the fourth quarter. Prior to that, 
it had been stable at 84 to 85 per- 
cent ever since early 1967. 

Actual manufacturing produc- 
tion declined from an index figure 
of Z75.4 in the third quarter of 
last year to 1723 in the fourth 
quarter and 1693 in the first quar- 
ter. Meanwhile, total capacity 
was continuing to rise. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.— The 
UjS. mutual fund industry*, where 
portfolio values have eroded for 
more than a year now because of 
declining securities prices, is be- 
ginning to suffer on another front. 

Sales of new shares, the life- 
blood of the business, have con- 
tracted sharply in recent months 
in response to poor results and 
general disenchantment with the 
market. 

In March, sales declined on a 
seasonally-adjusted basis to $4083 
million from $4415 mflHn n in 
February and $5415 Twiiunn a year 
ago. the Investment Company 
Institute reported today. 

Redemptions Up 

At the same time, redemptions 
rose to $2683. million, from $2565 
million the previous month. In 
March. 1969, they were at $259.6 
million. 

The institute, the industry’s 
principal trade association, report- 
ed that the net assets of funds in 
the United States at the end of 
March totaled $4752 billion, down 
from $4850 billion at the end of 
February and $51.66 billion a year 
ago. 

Net sales — seasonally-adjusted 

sales of new shares less season any- 
adjusted redemptions— stood at an 
average of $2835 million for the 
four months from July through 
October. Net sales for November 
through February amounted to 
only $1583 million, or 55.7 percent 
of the July-October level. 

In the latest month, net sales 
totaled $1405 million. 


NEW YORK. April 24 flNYT). — 
The New York money market was 
sharply tighter this week, banking 
data published yesterday showed. 
But even so, it appeared that the 
Federal Reserve Bystem had not 
modified its basic policy of encour- 
aging “modest” monetary expan- 
sion— -despite increasing concern 
within the central bank over the 
position of the federal budget 
Because of the squeeze in the 
central money market here, the 
eight largest banks in New York 
City were forced to borrow a record 
total of almost $3 billion each day 
from the Fed and other banks in 
the federal funds market 
Bankers were careful to point 
out, however, that many complex 
technical factors— all of them tem- 
porary In nature — had contributed 
greatly to the pinch. 

Bankers close to official Fed 
thinkin g commented that there 
were many conflicting cross-cur- 
rents in the economic and finan- 
cial picture at the present, making 
It especially difficult to interpret 
Fed policy. 

The money market seems to be 
doubting, they noted, that infla- 
tion will be brought under control. 
Yields of fixed-income securities 
have been rising. Some analysts 
have been saying that a renewed 
tightening of credit may be requir- 
ed. especially if the federal budget 
slips deeply Into deficit, as Wan 
Street seems to fear. 

Id the meantime, the monetary 
aggregates — the broad measures of 
financial quantities that give the 
best clue to the impact of central 
bank policy an the economy— gen- 
erally continued to show accelerat- 
ing rates of growth. 

For example, the monetary base 


— the “high-powered money" that 
the Treasury and Fed supply to the 
economy — averaged slightly more 
than $60 billion In the week ended 
Wednesday, which represented a 
seasonally-adjusted annual rate of 
increase of 53 percent in the last 
three months. In the quarter ended 
March 18. the monetary bass 
increased at an annual rate of only 
2 percent 

Easter Aberrations 
But in recent weeks, it has been 
difficult to interpret changes In 
the money supply, because of the 
very sharp Increase that occurred 
In these figures over the Easter 
weekend, due entirely to temporary 
technical factors. 

The Fed reported yesterday that 
business loans at New York banks 
dropped $151 million during the 
week ended Wednesday. Loans 
sold to holding company affiliates 
in connection with commercial pa- 
per transactions increased S37 mil- 
lion in the week ending April 15, 
so that total business lending that 
week rose 830 2 million, rather chan 
the $265 TniiHnri originally reported. 

Since Jan. 1 business loans have 
risen $258 million (after adjust- 
ment for loan transfers), in con- 
trast to the S1.7 billion decline re- 
ported without adjustment.

Impulsive Debut 


As Esalen staffers tell it, their New 
York debut came about purely on an 
impulse. There Is no intention to set up 
shop in the Bast Coast, the world capital 
of the orthodox psychoanalytical tech- 
niques which tbe institute Is trying to 
overcome. 

The avowed purpose of tbe Eastern 


invasion was to raise scholarship money 
for the eight -year-old institute. The 
charge was $75 for 2 1/2 days, or $35 lor 
a full day, and the Institute calculates 
2.000 persons enrolled for each day, and 
1,700 for Friday evening, netting .Esalen 
$170,000. 

What most people know about Esalen 
Is that it’s a place in California where 
people take mineral baths In the nude 
and practice some for m of sensitivity 
training and group encounters. 

These two code words of psychotherapy 
are in fact, a big part of what Esalen is 
all about. Sensitivity training tries to 
make people more aware of themselves 
and others through deeper sensory and 
emotional experiences. (Thus the touch- 
ing, feeling, etc.) Encounter groups try 
to peel, like an onion, a person's images 
of himself that he’s built up over the 
years. Its done by verbal confrontations 
In which other people tell you frankly 
how they feel about you. 

But for Esalen, that’s only the begin- 
ning. They've added Rolling (reorient- 
ing the psyche by altering a person's 
posture through massage— named for its 
developer. Dr. Ids Rolf), Oriental mysti- 
cism and meditation and programs to 
discover how brain waves can be con- 
trolled through body chemistry. 

Participants In the New York session 
could sample all this exotic fare. 

The audience apparently loved all of 
it. In an informal survey of a score of 
participants, only one professed that she 
was disappointed— Karen Biasing 27, a 
New Haven psychologist— and she said 
she had been to California far the real 
thing. "You can’t rna*u$ produce the 
technique. This was like canned Esalen.” 
Others disagreed. Bernard Rltchberg, 
43, a salesman from New York, said- it 
was “great.” explaining: “I felt a close- 
ness to people who were willing to expose 
themselves a little bit. - 1 had an Insight 
to myself.” 

Dr. Arthur Stein, director of the Bleuler 
Institute of Human Development an Long 
Island, offered a professional appraisal: 
“It was an impressive introduction of 
newly-developed personal growth tech- 
niques to New York. These methods 
represent powerful Innovations for help- 
ing relatively mature and adjusted 
persons to discover new potentials for 
growth." 

Yet It should be noted that most of 
those questioned turned out to be people 
professionally involved In psychotherapy 
who came sympathetically inclined. Be- 
sides. no one who has paid $75 for a . 
weekend will likely say he has wasted 
money. 


Presiding over the weekend, with & 
waxy bonhomie, was Michael Murphy, . 
founder of Esalen (the name comes from 
an extixu$. Indian tribe), who speaks ex- 
pansively of using the institute’s tech- 
niques to cure individual' and social 
disorder. 

Murphy turned up for an interview 
wearing white sneakers/ mustard colored 
pants, a black shirt And a brown tweed 
jacket. He held on enormous unlit cigar 
In his hand and looked Artiecade younger 

than his 40 years. Esalen. ha explained, -* 
has no intention of asserting authority 
over the proliferating "encounter ther- 
apy” field its success has stimulated. 


“We would run greater risks in con- 
trolling the field tha n in doing tisw best 
we can at Esalen.” 


He said tbe Institute hoped to use its 
techniques in an experimental treatment 
of serious mental illnesses. “Some kinds 
of disorder,” he said,, “are good trips 
made into bad trips by psychiatric inter- 
vention, tranqullizers and straltjackets.” 
Murphy acknowledged that many 
people find the benefits of the institute's 
therapy melt away when returning to 
their workaday world. Tor permanent 
benefit, in his words, “We’ve got to' 
change the family, tire church, jobs, 
clothes, food, furniture and sex.”
